Horrible Story of Crime Comes 
from Liverpool, En gland.

ThHt He HhiI Prevtoii*!} Murdered HU 
Rntire Family la Oae of the Saburbs of 
Llvarpoel, 

London. March 17.— A tragedy tm- 

[imalleled in the historj- of British crime 
has just caiJie io light throuKh a most 
^iriniilar ch.iin of circumstances. In 
July last a man naineil Arthur Williams 
resided in the Dinhani villti. in Rain 
Hill, a fashionable suburb of Ijiverpool. 
^ot much seems TO be known about the 
antecedents of William.^. He seems, 
however, to have been received in soci- 
ety, ami passed .xs a well-to ilo lachelor. 
He courted MissMather, a young woman 
generally admired for her beauty and 
other attractions and recognised as a lo- 
cal belle. They got married and went to 
Australia, where they were supposed to 
be living happily. 

Tlie iieo])le ol Kain Hill were shocked 
a few days ago by the news from .\us- 
traJia that Williams had been arrested 
there on a charge of murdering his wife, 
and that he had conceded the body of 
the murdered woman beneath the fire- 
place, carefully covering the place again 
with cement. There the authorities had 
unearthed the remains. 

As s(Miii Hs these facts Ijecame noised 
aljont in Kiiiu Hill the people called to 
mind queer suspicions that had Ijeen 
allo ai about Williams when he occupied 
th Dinham villa. They remembered 
iliatuiiedaya lady and two children 
had visited 'the villa to see Williams, and 
from the uioment of their entering the 
place no (>\v liad seen them again. 

The affair caused some remark at the 
time, but nobody thonght of murder 
and the matter was drojuied with the 
Mi]i|Hisiiioti that the lady and the two 
children had gone aw.iy without bein;? 
observed. Now, however, the neigh- 
bors be;;;in to suspcct that there mi);ht 
ha\e li»eii foul play, and they deter- 
liiiiieil state the facts to the tjolice. 
The |i(i!i(e concluded that no harm 
could lie done by investigatinu:, and they 
piiyce.di il in the Diiihaia villa yester- 
day, and be-an to dig uj) beneath the 
fireplace. They noticed, as they l)egan, 
signs that the place had 1/een disturbed 
within a coiii|iaratively recent jieriod, 
and certainly since other work had l)et 'i 
iloiie in the interior of the villa. They 
hardly exjiected, however, to di.scover 
aiiythin;:. and their aiiiazeiuent was 
great wlien. shortly after they had re- 
moved the outer coveriiii;. they came 
uiion the boiiies of two ciiildreiif The 
body of one i liild indii ated that the lit- 
tle one, when killeil, was about seven 
years of age. and the other w.is ajipar- 
ently alxuit live years of a::e. Both 
bodies Were wrapped in a damask table- 
cloth, and Idtli had their throats cut. 
The remains were in a fair state of 
preservation, and neighbors who had 
seen the la'l\ .ilid the two cliiMreii at 
ome concluded that these were the chil- 
dren. 

The digging then pi(>cee<leil witli 
greater eiieixy tliau b. f. a e. -uid the 
searchers soon came upon another body. 
This, upon Ijemg unearthed, was fimyd 
to be a woman. The throat was also 
cut, and the body wrapped up before in- 
terment. It was .said to l)e that of the 
ladv who had accompanied the two 
children. The polit* kept digging, 
while tlie news 8pr»Md and t he excitc- 
nieiit grew, and thousands rushed to the 
scene of the t raf^edies. A new fmce of 
|)olice was called uixai and a cordon es- 
tablished around the villa. It was now 
waning toward evening and the diggii.:^ 
proceeded lapldly. tor rumor grew ou 
rumor, and other recollections suggest- 
ed that there were some v ictims Ul th* 
sepulchre l^eneath tho fireplace. 

The next body unearthed was that of 
a girl of twelve years. Unlike tho 
former victims she had evidently been 
stranded, and it was evident also that 
her death nroliably antedated that of 
the lady ana two children. The gi -1 s 
bcsiy wan removed and the search kept 
up. A baby about one year old and 
with its thro.it cut, was reached ne.\i. 
Even the haideued policeiin'ii (uuld not 
restrain an e.\cluiiiatu)n of honor as the 
tiny aiKl shrunken body was lifted up 
to view. 

Up to this hour no more discoveries 
have been made. The news has causeil 
almost a frenzy in Liverpoi)!, hiuI the 
multitude have rushed lu the ( onclusio.i 
that Williams must Ix* Jack tlie Rippei-. 
There is no known evidence, however, 
to sustain this theory, as the victims 
were not mutilated otherwise than 
stated above. At leiust, siu h is the 
statement ol the iM)lice. 

The iH>ople 111 kain Hill belie\e that 
the woman aii<l two children who dis- 
app«'Hred upon visiting the villa, and 
whose boiliea were undoubtedly among 
those discovered yesterday, were a 
foniier wife of Williams and their two 
••hildren and that Willi, mis had trot 
them to Come to the villa for the pur- 
[Ni.se of getting rid of tlieni in order that 
they might not be in tlie way of hia 
marriage with Mi.ss Mather. This, how- 
ever, is only an impres.sion based on the 
circumstances. At the time of the mur- 
der of Mise Mather, the wife whom he 
went to Australia with, Williams and 
his wife were iti MellK>unM« and it is 
there he is under arrest. 

Two Chlltlrrii Sf'ttlilrd tn Death. 

Y(iL'N<JSTowN. ().. March 17. — Two 
children, aged Hve and two years re- 
si)ectively, daughters of Thoma.s Price, 
were scdded to death yesterday morn- 
ing. A boiler of hot water, standing on 
the stove, was accidentally overturned. 
The younger child died within an hour, 
but the ouier ■nflered untold agony for 
severdhoiuB.

The " Spalding Hoaae" to b« Ton 
Away and Four Handsome Oot- 
tagaa to Take Its PUoa. 



Another one of Maysville's old land- 
marks will soon l)e numbered with the 
things of the past The "Spalding 
Hotise" on the north side of Fourth 
street, west of Sutton, purchased a few 
days ago by Mr. Arthur Campbell, is to 
be torn down and four hauds(Maa frama 
cottages erected on its site. 
. The old building is p«rhapa tha oddest- 
looking structure in Maysville. It occu- 
pies the angle formetl by Fourth street 
and what was once the old road leading 
from this city to Washington before the 
days of the turnpike. It is a ditiicult 
matter to describe its architecture. It 
looks as much like a large, roughly con- 
structed steamer's cabin, perhaps, as 
anything else. 

Tbe building waa erected by the father 
of the' fenerable Daklel 'Spalding of 
Louisville. In a recent letter concerning 
the matter-— giving the time when the 
'^odie waa trat up, tfe:, Mr. Spalding 
aaya: 

"Tlje excavation was ooniinenrod In the fall of 
1820; the bnllillng was fliiishoil In lt*2l, aiul on 
the Rth of f> tol)or of llmt yeiir wo movifl into it. 
The plan ikIopKmI \va.i to till llic corner lictwccn 
Ponrth street luid ttie old road. l>oiri yon see 
the fitue.sN of things' Althoiinti father liad am- 
ple grouiKl to build liny size square house, bin 
architect advised him to stick the house on that 
beautiful corner. It wa.s built expressly for a 
tavern, with the view of catehiiiK the eustonier!i 
as thuy came into town. He had a large sign 
with a l>eautifnl golden spread eagle, but the 
travelers spread— tbey did not stop. Tbey pre- 
fercd going into toVtt iB plaoe ot itopptnc In the 
suburbs." ' 

Foryaart the old building has been 

occupied by colored folks, and the census 
enumerators and City Assessor have al- 
way* bean wirprlaa d vbaa they figarad 
up the niiinber of pM|>la who cUdmad 
the house as their hoOM. Jad|^ng by 
the retuma, th« ooeapanta must be 
packed in at nigbt pretty much on the 
sardine style.

A REFINERY FIRE. 



One <if .Sprcrkrlit' Kilns Oitniaged to the 
Kxtrnt of S'40O,000. 

PHiLADELr'UA, March 17. — Fire, 
which originated in one of the drying 
kilns of the drying house of the Spreck- 
cla angar refmery jresterday, completely 
destroyed thnt building, caniiiig a loss 
estimated at $200,000. 

It is thought that some of tho tar 
strings, used in tying the bundles of 
■taree, became unfastened and fell 
through the opening and the combne- 
tion followed. The loss on the btiOding 
and machinery, which were owned by 
the Spreckels, is estimated at $140,000. 
while that on the stock of barrels and 
staves, owned by Mr. PenTivpacker. is 
placed at $00,000. The loss is almost 
covered by insurance. 

▼IU«(« Visited by Fire. 
AmTXRDAif. N. Y., March 17.— A fire 
ihortly after midnight at Cranesville, a 
imall station three miles east of this 
city, on the Central Hadson railroad, 
destroyed a wagon shop, a barn and 
Mver«J dwellings. Aid was asked of 
this city, bat the chief of the fire de- 
partment refused to sent a steamer to 
the scene. There is no telegraph or 
telephone office in tbe village, and de- 
tails or even the extent of the fire are 
not obtainable at jtresent.
